The republican candidates are not as 
well known as they might he so we give 
the following sketches of their lives: 
Benjamin Harrison was horn in Ham- 
ilton Co., (» , August JO, graduated 

at Miami I'niversity in lHoJ; studied law 
in Cincinnati; removed to Indianapolis, 
his present home, in 1X54; in |st,n was 
elected reporter of the decisions of the 
supreme court; was commissioned Jd 
lieutenant iu lxti-.», raised a company, 
was made its captain and on the organi- 
zation of the regiment was chosen colo- 
nel and just before tin* close of the war 
was brevetted brigadier general, was re- 
elected reporter about the same time 
and served four years; ran for gov- 
ernor of Indiana in lx*t>. hut was defeat- 
ed; WHS elected C. S. Senator in 1x81 and 
served his term with some distinction. 
He was Blaine's chief attorney in his li- 
U'l suit against the Indianapolis Senti- 
nel, which paper charged the latter with 
living with his wife before he married 
her. 



I/'vi Parson Morton was horn in Ver- 
mont •May J-4, lxjj and is the son of a 
i Congregational minister; received a com- 
mon sehoo] education and went to clerk- 
ing in a dry goods store at Concord, X.
